It is abundantly 
evident that their predecessors did not — 
in fact, it is well known- thnfton tho 20th 
day of July the chief of the surveyor.s 
hero aotnally put down a jjost indicating 
tho terminus, or, if you pleaso, tho initial 
point of the Canadian Pacific Ilailway. 
How can it then bo called a local^work ? 
The Carnarvon jiwar^ moafc be read in con 
jna(^9Ai jritb'itiifti origit>»l, lerma of 
Union. The Carnarvon award did not 
alter the s/a<!(A' of tiio Vancouver Lsland 
portion of tlio Canadian Pacilic Railway, 
but merely extended the time for tho com- 
pletion of the whole line, stipidating, 
liowover, that tho portion ,,9n Vancouver 
Island from Eaquimalt to Nanaimo 
ehouid bejoorameuoed,. that-portioa beiug 
only 70 mfleslon^."

the Canadian Pacific Railway without any 
speoial Act nf Parlinniont, and it is equal- 
ly evident ho can do bO now. They should 
never iviivo introduced a Bill into the 
House of Commons about tho matter nt 
all. That Bill received the assent of ' the 
people of Canada in the House* of '^jOiim- 
moiis, but wa.H accidentally defeated' in 
the Senate of Canada. Truo, but what cf 
that? It mei-oly said that tho Govern- 
ment oould not carry ita measures and 
therefore that it ought to give pdaco to 
those who could; but Mr. Mackenzie cool- 
ly turns round and says, the local Gov- 
ernment of British Oolumbia have not in- 
dicated "any solution of the difiaoulty."
